Declaration  of  Independence. 


The  unanimous  declaration  of  the  thirteen  United  States  of  America.  When 
in  the  Course  of  human  events,  it  becomes  necessary  for  one  people  to  dissolve 
the  political  bands  which  have  connected  them  with  another,  and  to  assume 
among  the  powers  of  the  earth,  the  separate  and  equal  station  to  which  the 
Laws  of  Nature’s  God  entitles  them,  a  decent  respect  to  the  opinions  of  mank¬ 
ind  requires  that  they  should  declare  the  causes  which  impel  them  to  the 
separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men  are  created  equal, 
that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  unalienable  Rights,  that 
among  these  are  Life,  Liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  Happiness.  That  to  secure 
these  rights,  Governments  are  instituted  among  Men,  deriving  their  just 
powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed,  That  whenever  any  Form  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  becomes  destructive  of  these  ends,  it  is  the  Right  of  the  People  to 
alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  institute  new  Government,  laying  its  foundation 
on  such  principles  and  organizing  its  powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall 
seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  Safety  and  Happiness.  Prudence,  indeed,  will 
dictate  that  Governments  long  established  should  not  be  changed  for  light 
and  transient  causes;  and  accordingly  all  experience  hath  shewn,  that  man¬ 
kind  are  more  disposed  to  suffer,  while  evils  are  sufferable,  than  to  right  them¬ 
selves  by  abolishing  the  forms  to  which  they  are  accustomed.  But  when  a  long 
train  of  abuses  and  usurpations,  pursuing  invariably  the  same  Object  evinces 
a  design  to  reduce  them  under  absolute  Despotism,  it  is  their  right,  it  is  their 
duty,  to  throw  off  such  Government  and  to  provide  new  Guards  for  their  future 
security.  Such  has  been  the  patient  sufferance  of  these  Colonies;  and  such 
is  now  the  necessity  which  constrains  them  to  alter  their  former  System  of

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Government.  The  history  of  the  present  ing  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history  of 
repeated  injuries  and  usurpations,  all  having  in  direct  object  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  an  absolute  Tyranny  over  these  States.  To  prove  this,  let  Facts  be 
submitted  to  a  candid  world. 

He  has  refused  his  Assent  to  Laws,  the  most  wholesome  and  necessary  for 
the  public  good. 

He  has  forbidden  his  Governors  to  pass  Laws  of  immediate  and  pressing 
importance,  unless  suspended  in  their  operation  till  his  Assent  should  be 
obtained ;  and  when  so  suspended,  he  has  utterly  neglected  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  Laws  for  the  accommodation  of  large  districts 
of  people,  unless  those  people  would  relinquish  the  right  of  Representation  in 
the  Legislature,  a  right  inestimable  to  them  and  formidable  to  tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at  places  unusual,  uncomfortable, 
and  distant  from  the  depository  of  their  public  Records,  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  fatiguing  them  into  compliance  with  his  measures. 

He  has  dissolved  Representative  Houses  repeatedly,  for  opposing  with 
manly  firmness  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the  people. 

He  has  refused  for  a  long  time,  after  such  dissolutions,  to  cause  others 
to  be  elected;  whereby  the  Legislative  powers,  incapable  of  Annihilation,  have 
returned  to  the  People  at  large  for  their  exercise;  the  State  remaining  in  the 
meantime  exposed  to  all  the  dangers  of  invasion  from  without,  and  convulsions 
within. 

He  has  endeavored  to  prevent  the  population  of  these  States;  for  that 
purpose  obstructing  the  Laws  for  Naturalization  of  Foreigners;  refusing 
to  pass  others  to  encourage  their  migrations  hither,  and  raising  the  conditions 
of  new  Appropriations  of  Lands. 

He  has  obstructed  the  Administration  of  Justice,  by  refusing  his  Assent 
to  Laws  for  establishing  Judiciary  Powers. 
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He  has  made  Judges  dependent  on  his  Will  alone,  for  the  tenure  of  their 
offices,  and  the  amount  and  payment  of  their  salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  New  Offices,  and  sent  hither  swarms  of  Of¬ 
ficers  to  harass  our  people,  and  eat.  out  their  substance. 

He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  peace,  Standing  Armies  without  the 
Consent  of  our  Legislature. 

He  has  affected  to  render  the  Military  independent  of  and  superior  to  the 
Civil  power. 

He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction  foreign  to 
our  constitution,  and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws;  giving  his  Assent  to  their 
Acts  of  pretended  Legislation  : 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us : 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  Trial,  from  punishment  for  any  Murders 
which  they  should  commit  on  the  Inhabitants  of  these  States : 

For  cutting  off  our  Trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world: 

For  imposing  Taxes  on  us  without  our  Consent : 

For  depriving  us  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  Trial  by  jury : 

For  transporting  us  beyond  Seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended  offences : 

For  abolishing  the  free  System  of  English  Laws  in  a  neighboring  Province, 
‘establishing  therein  an  Arbitrary  government,  and  enlarging  its  Boundaries 
so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example  and  fit  instrument  for  introducing  the 
same  absolute  rule  into  these  Colonies: 

For  taking  away  our  Charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable  Laws,  and 
allering  fundamentally  the  Forms  of  our  Governments : 

For  suspending  our  own  Legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves  invested 
with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever. 

He  has  abdicated  Government  here,  by  declaring  us  out  of  his  Protection 
and  waging  War  against  us. 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  Coasts,  burnt  our  towns,  and  des¬ 
troyed  the  lives  of  our  people. 

He  is  at  this  time  transportating  large  Armies  of  foreign  Mercenaries  to 
complete  the  works  of  death,  desolation  and  tyranny,  already  begun  with 
circumstances  of  Cruelty  and  perfidy  scarcely  paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous 
ages,  and  totatlly  unwortli}"  the  Head  of  a  civilized  nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow-Citizens  taken  captive  on  the  high  Seas  to 
bear  Arms  against  their  Country,  to  become  the  executioners  of  their  friends 
and  Brethren,  or  to  fall  themselves  by  their  Hands. 

He  has  excited  domestic  insurrections  amongst  us,  and  has  endeavored  to 
bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers,  the  merciless  Indian  Savages,  whose 
known  rule  of  warfare,  is  an  undistinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes 
and  conditions. 
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In  every  stage  of  these  Oppresions  We  have  Petitioned  for  Redress  in  the 
most  humble  terms:  Our  repeated  Petitions  have  been  answered  only  by 
repeated  injury.  A  Prince,  whose  character  is  thus  marked  by  every  act 
which  may  define  a  Tyrant,  is  unfit  to  be  the  ruler  of  a  free  people. 

Nor  have  We  been  wanting  in  attentions  to  our  British  brethren.  We  have 
warned  them  from  time  to  time  of  attempts  by  their  legislature  to  extend 
an  unwarrantable  jurisdiction  over  us.  We  have  reminded  them  of  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  our  emigration  and  settlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to 
their  native  justice  and  magnanimity,  and  we  have  conjured  them  by  the  ties 
of  our  common  kindred  to  disavow  these  usurpations,  which  would  inevitably 
interrupt  our  connections  and  correspondence.  They  too  have  been  deaf  to 
the  voice  of  justice  and  of  consanguinity.  We  must,  therefore,  acquiesce  in 
the  necessity,  which  denounces  our  Separation,  and  hold  them,  as  we  hold  the 
rest  of  mankind,  Enemies  in  War,  in  Peace  Friends.  j 

WE,  THEREFORE,  the  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  Ame¬ 
rica,  in  General  Congress,  Assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge  of 
the  world  for  the  rectitude  of  our  intention,  do,  in  the  Name,  and  by  authority 
of  the  good  People  of  these  Colonies,  solemly  publish  and  declare.  That  these 
United  States  Colonies  are,  and  of  Right  ought  to  be  free  and  independent 
States;  that  they  are  Absolved  from  all  Allegiance  to  the  British  Crown,  and 
that  all  political  connection  between  them  and  the  State  of  Great  Britain 
is  and  ought  to  be  toally  dissolved ;  and  that  as  free  and  independent  States, 
they  have  full  Power  to  levy  War,  conclude  Peace,  contract  Alliances,  establish 
Commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  Acts  and  Things  which  independent  States 
may  of  right  do.  And  for  the  support  of  this  Declaration,  with  a  firm  reliance 
on  the  protection  of  Divine  Providence,  We  mutually  pledge  to  each  other 
our  Lives,  our  Fortunes,  and  our  sacred  Honor.

La  isla  de  Puerto  Rico,  llamada  por  los  indios  Boriquen,  fue  descubierta  por  el  insigne 
Almirante  Don  Cristobal  Colon,  el  sabado,  16  de  Noviembre  de  1493,  quien  tomo  pose- 
sion  de  ella  en  nombre  de  los  Reyes  Catolicos,  el  martes,  19,  dandole  el  nombre  de  Isla  de 
San  Juan,  en  honor  del  principe  Don  Juan,  hi  jo  y  heredero  de  los  Reyes  Catolicos,  que 
una  muerte  prematura  privo  de  reinar,  arrebatandole  la  gloria  de  cenir  sobre  su  frente 
por  vez  primera  las  dos  regias  coronas,  de  Castilla  y  de  Aragon. 

Aun  cuando  el  ilustre  navegante  espanol  Vicente  Yanez  Pinzon  obtuvo  Real  Cedula 
para  conquistar  y  poblar  esta  isla,  caducaron  sus  privileges  sin  haber  podido  cumplir  las 
capitulaciones  acordadas  con  los  Reyes  Catolicos,  quedando  asi  esta  isla  sin  explorar  ni 
ser  visitada  por  navegante  alguno  durante  un  periodo  de  quince  anos  despues  de  su  des- 
cubrimiento,  hasta  que  el  ilustre  Juan  Ponce  de  Leon,  hidalgo,  natural  de  Santervas  de 
Campos,  en  el  Reino  de  Leon,  que  residia  en  la  Isla  Espanola  (Santo  Domingo)  desde 
1493  y  que  gobernaba  con  gran  acierto,  como  Capitan  de  Armas,  la  provincia  de  Higiiey, 
tuvo  noticia  de  la  riqueza  que  atesoraba  el  suelo  de  nuestra  isla,  y  concibio  el  proyecto 
de  conquistarla  y  poblarla,  a  su  costa,  y,  al  efecto,  celebro  un  asiento  con  el  Gobernador 
de  la  Espanola,  Frey  Don  Nicolas  de  Ovando,  Comendador  de  Lares  en  la  Orden  de  Al¬ 
cantara,  y  en  virtud  de  las  capitulaciones  de  dicho  asiento,  partio  del  puerto  de  Salvaleon 
del  Higiiey,  acompanado  de  cuarenta  de  dos  hombres  de  armas  y  servicio,  en  un  cara- 
belon  tripulado  por  ocho  marineros,  con  direccion  a  esta  isla  y,  tras  un  viaje  algo  borras- 
coso,  abordo  a  nuestras  playas,  en  el  puerto  de  Guanica,  el  dia  12  de  Agosto  de  1508,  dia 
famoso  en  el  que  necesariamente  hemos  de  hallar  la  genesis  y  principio  de  la  civilization 
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cristiana  en  nuestra  pequena  patria,  como  un  tierno  vastago,  como  un  brote  gentil  del 
arbol  secular  de  la  madre  patria. 

Juan  Ponce  de  Leon,  varon  experimentado  en  el  trato  con  los  indios  de  la  Espanola 
y  profundo  conocedor  de  su  idiosincracia,  dio  principio  a  su  empresa  celebrando  un  pacto 
con  el  cacique  principal  de  la  isla,  llamado  Agiieybana,  que  tenia  su  asiento  en  las  cer- 
canias  del  propio  puerto  de  Guanica  a  donde  Ponce  de  Leon  habia  arribado. 

Por  la  celebracion  de  dicho  pacto,  quedaron  guaytiaos,  es  decir,  que  trocaron  sus 
nombres  el  Capitan  y  el  Cacique,  honor  el  mas  grande,  y  ceremonia  la  mas  solemne  entre 
los  indios,  por  la  cual  se  sellaba  un  juramento  de  mutua  fidelidad.  Este  pacto  que  obli- 
gaba  a  los  cristianos  a  protejer  y  a  no  hacer  dano  a  los  indios,  y  a  estos  a  prestar  toda 
clase  de  ayuda  voluntaria  a  los  primeros,  se  cumplio  fielmente  por  ambas  partes  mientras 
vivio  y  goberno  Ponce  de  Leon. 

Dio  comienzo  este  a  la  exploracion  de  la  isla  haciendose  acompanar  de  su  fiel  Aguey- 
bana  y  continuando  su  viaje  por  mar  alrededor  de  la  isla,  siguiendo  toda  la  costa  Sud  y 
Este  hasta  doblar  el  cabo  llamado  Cabezas  de  San  Juan  y  descubriendo  finalmente  el 
puerto  de  esta  ciudad  que  hallo  tan  maravillosamente  hermoso  que  titulo:  “Puerto  Rico”,, 
nombre  que,  por  una  sucesion  fortuita  de  circunstancias  especiales  ha  venido  a  sustituir 
al  de  San  Juan,  que  le  habia  dado  el  Descubridor  a  nuestra  isla  y  que  ha  quedado  final¬ 
mente  para  designar  a  esta  ciudad. 

Ponce  de  Leon  quedo  encantado  con  el  puerto  que  habia  descubierto  y  lo  hallo  tan 
hermoso  que  no  se  decidia  a  salir  de  el,  y  anduvo  dando  vueltas  por  todas  partes  con 
su  nave  tratando  de  hallar  un  desembarcadero,  pero  no  lo  hallo,  por  estar  todas  las  mar- 
genes  cubiertas  de  mangles  que  impedian  desembarcar,  y,  con  gran  pena,  tuvo  que  aban- 
donarlo  y  continuar  su  exploracion,  desembarcando  algunas  leguas  hacia  el  Oeste  de  di¬ 
cho  puerto,  donde  se  establecio  provisionalmente  en  dos  distintos  sitios,  resolviendo  por 
ultimo  regresar  por  tierra  al  puerto  rico  donde  por  fin  hallo  un  sitio  adecuado  a  su  proposito, 
no  precisamente  en  las  margenes  cenagosas  del  puerto,  sino  media  legua  tierra  adentro, 
donde  levanto  una  casa  fuerte  de  siete  tapias  de  altura,  con  su  barrera  delante  de  la 
puerto  y  coronada  de  almenas.  Alii  fundo,  en  Octubre  o  Noviembre  de  1508,  la  villa  de 
“Caparra”,  nombre  que  le  mando  dar  a  la  poblacion  el  Gobernador  Ovando  y  que  recor- 
daba  al  de  una  ciudad  romana  de  su  patria  que  habia  existido  no  muy  lejos  de  Caceres  su 
ciudad  natal,  pero  este  nombre,  destinado  a  perecer,  duro  tan  solo  el  tiempo  necesario 
para  que  el  Rey  Catolico  Don  Fernando  V,  al  recibir  el  informe  de  la  exploracion  y  tra- 
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bajos  llevados  a  efecto  por  el  Capitan  Ponce  de  Leon,  mandara  sustituirlo  por  el  de 
Puerto  Rico  (con  titulo  de  ciudad  y  organization  municipal),  llama'ndola  entonces  como 
el  hermoso  puerto  descubierto  por  Ponce  de  Leon. 

Cualquiera  que  conozca  el  sitio  donde  estuvo  aquella  ciudad  de  Puerto  Rico  (y  que 
tambien  se  le  designo  desde  entonces  en  documento  tan  importante  como  el  de  la  bula 
de  erection  de  la  Diocesis  (1511) :  ciudad  de  San  Juan)  no  podra  menos  de  reconocer  que 
dicho  asiento  fue  muy  bien  escogido,  sobre  todo  desde  el  punto  de  vista  colonizador,  en 
el  que  sqlamente  habia  de  verlo  Ponce  de  Leon,  y  asi  es  como  podra  juzgarlo  hoy,  im- 
parcialmente,  el  que  lo  contemple  al  pasar  por  la  nueva  carretera  que  conduce  a  Bayamon 
y  que  atraviesa  dicho  asiento. 

Empero,  tambien  hay  que  reconocer  que  el  cambio  a  la  isleta  donde  hoy  se  halla 
era  una  necesidad  que  exigian  de  consuno  otros  intereses  verdaderamente  poderosos,  y 
hubo  de  imponerse  la  traslacion  de  la  ciudad  al  sitio  pintoresco  en  que  halla,  y  tan  fuer- 
te  desde  el  punto  de  vista  estrategico,  que  gracias  a  ello  pudo  resistir  victoriosamente  los 
ataques  repitidos  de  tantos  enemigos  como  trataron  de  expugnarla,  habiendo  flaqueado 
solo  una  vez,  merced  a  circunstancias  que  no  son  del  caso  relatar  aqui. 

Este  es,  pues,  el  hecho  historico  que  hoy  conmemoramos,  y  que  si  en  rigor  no  podria 
asignarsele  una  fecha  determinada  puesto  que  la  traslacion  de  la  ciudad,  de  su  primitivo 
asiento  a  la  isleta  donde  hoy  se  halla,  hubo  de  verificarse  durante  los  anos  de  1520  y  1521 
por  ir  los  vecinos  poco  a  poco  construyendo  sus  casas,  gran  parte  de  ellas  de  cal  y  canto, 
ha  estado  muy  acertado  el  Historiador  de  Puerto  Rico  Dr.  Cayetano  Coll  y  Toste  al  se- 
nalar  como  punto  de  partida  la  fecha  de  la  provision  de  los  Padres  Jeronimos  ordenando 
dicha  traslacion,  y  expedida  el  dia  4  de  Julio  d©  1519. 

La  actuation  del  Adelantado  Juan  Ponce  de  Leon  oponiendose  a  dicha  traslacion 
por  razones  harto  poderosas,  no  es  obice  para  que  este  procer  se  destaque  como  figura 
culminante  en  las  actuaciones  de  dicha  mudanza,  pues,  del  mismo  modo  que  el  Rey 
Catolico,  reconociendo  sus  meritos,  hubo  de  premiarle,  acumulando  en  el  honores  y  dig- 
nidades,  cargos  y  titulos  militares  y  oficios  de  Republica,  ya  otorgandole  la  alta  digni- 
dad  de  Adelantado  de  la  Florida  y  Bimini  por  su  famoso  descubrimiento,  ya  haciendole 
Gobernador  de  esta  isla  e  independizandole  de  las  autoridades  de  la  Espanola  y  mante- 
niendole  en  dicho  puesto  mientras  existia  la  duda  de  si  caia  o  no  dentro  de  la  juris¬ 
diction  del  Almirante;  nombrandole  Capitan  de  Mar  y  Tierra  (Capitan  General)  cargo 
que  conservo  toda  su  vida;  Regidor  Perpetuo  de  la  ciudad  de  Puerto  Rico,  Alcaide  de  la 
primera  iuerza  (fortaleza)  que  hubiera,  v  mientras  tanto  su  casa  considerada  como  dicha 
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primera  fuerza;  guardian  del  Tesoro  Real  y  Publico  con  hombres  de  armas  a  sus  orde- 
nes;  Capitan  de  la  Armada  contra  Caribes;  repartidor  de  encomiendas  de  indios;  encar- 
gado  por  el  Rey  de  dividir  la  isla  en  dos  jurisdicciones  (Puerto  Rico  y  San  German),  etc., 
tambien  debio  conferirsele,  por  ser,  como  dice  Oviedo:  hombre  dado  a  poblar  y  edificar, 
y  por  ser  Regidor  Perpetuo,  el  mas  idoneo,  el  encargo  de  trazar  la  ciudad  y  repartir  los 
solares  entre  los  veci.nos;  esto  ultimo  me  consta  porque  fue  el  quien  hizo  entrega  a  los 
Padres  Dominicos  del  gran  solar  en  que  levantaron  estos  inteligentes  religisos  su  Real 
Convento  en  el  sitio  mas  elevado  de  la  ciudad,  cuya  capilla  mayor  comparte  su  antigiie- 
dad  con  el  cubo  avanzado  de  Casablanca,  edificados  ambos  por  Garcia  Troche,  primer  yer- 
no  de  Ponce  de  Leon,  en  1523.  Y  asi  tambien  hubo  de  reservarse  para  si  el  Adelantado 
el  preeioso  solar  donde  para  custodia  del  Real  Erario  debia  construir  a  su  costa  una 
fuerza  (un  castillo)  de  la  que  el  era  el  castellano  o  Alcaide  Perpetuo  al  man  do  de  cierto 
numero  de  ballesteros,  en  sustitucion  de  su  casa-fuerte  del  pueblo-viejo,  que  ya  en  rigor 
no  podia  prestar  dicho  servicio,  toda  vez  que  las  oficinas  publicas  donde  se  recaudaban 
los  tributos,  la  alcabala,  etc.,  estaban  en  la  nueva  ciudad  de  la  isleta,  si  bien  este  edificio 
no  lo  llego  a  construir  el  mismo  Ponce  de  Leon  a  causa  de  su  fallecimiento  ocurrido  el 
1521,  pero  que  su  yerno  Garcia  Troche  se  apresuro  a  hacerlo  para  prolongar  de  este  modo 
los  privilegios  de  que  disfrutaba  la  familia,  dando  los  pasos  necesarios  para  que  su  cu- 
nado  Don  Luis  Ponce  de  jbeon,  hijo  varon  unico  del  Adelantado,  pudiese  heredar  todas 
las  dignidades  y  prerrogativas  de  que  disfruto  su  ilustre  padre,  entre  ellas  la  Alcaidia  de  la 
Fuerza  y  custodia  del  Real  Erario,  y  entonces  edifico  el  cubo  avanzado  de  Casablanca 
(1523)  que,  a  despecho  del  tiempo  se  mantiene  firme  sobre  la  elevada  roca  en  el  sitio 
mas  airoso  y  pintoresco  de  esta  ciudad. 

De  modo,  pues,  que  el  ilustre  Adelantado  Juan  Ponce  de  Leon  fue  el  fundador  de  la 
ciudad  en  su  primer  asiento  y  le  alcanzo  la  vida  tiempo  suficiente  para  presenciar  y  di- 
rigir  la  traslacion  de  ella  al  sitio  donde  hoy  se  halla,  y  de  cuyo  hecho  historico  celebra- 
remos  hoy  el  Cuarto  Centenario. 

Debemos  pues,  glorificar  a  aquellos  de  nuestros  antepasados  que  con  fe  firme,  alto 
pensamiento  y  fuerza  de  alma  poderosa,  pusieron  los  primeros  jalones  de  la  civilizacion 
y  de  la  cultura  de  nuestra  patria  regional,  porque  debemos  tener  presente  siempre  en 
nuestros  corazones  que  los  beneficios  de  que  hoy  podemos  disfrutar  estan  cimentados  so¬ 
bre  los  sacrificios  que  supieron  hacer  aquellos  hombres.  Porque  los  pueblos  que  han 
olvidado  rendir  a  sus  antepasados  el  culto  y  homenaje  de  que  fueron  dignos,  son  pueblos 
muertos,  sin  fe,  sin  alma  y  sin  pensamiento,  y  seran  raidos  del  libro  de  la  vida.

Removal  of  the  City 
of 

of  Porto  Rico.

The  Island  of  Porto  Rico,  called  “Boriquen”  by  the  Indians,  was  discovered  on  Satur¬ 
day  the  16th  of  November,  1493,  by  the  distinguished  Admiral  Christopher  Columbus  who 
took  possession  thereof  on  behalf  of  the  Catholic  Kings  on  the  following  Tuesday,  the 
19th,  and  gave  it  the  name  of  Island  of  San  Juan  in  honor  of  prince  Don  Juan  who  was 
the  son  and  heir  of  the  Catholic  Kings;  but  his  premature  death  prevented  him  from 
ruling  his  kingdom  and  snatched  away  from  him  the  glory  of  wearing  on  his  forehead 
and  for  the  first  time  the  two  crowns  of  Castillo  and  Aragon. 

Though  the  illustrious  Spanish  navigator,  Vicente  Yanez  Pinzon,  secured  a  royal 
charter  to  conquer  and  populate  this  Island,  his  right  was  forfeited  owing  to  his  inability 
to  fulfil  the  conditions  stipulated  with  the  Catholic  Kings,  and  thus  this  Island  was 
left  unexplored  or  visited  by  any  navigator  for  term  of  15  years  after  its  discovery,  until 
the  illustrious  Juan  Ponce  de  Leon,  a  nobleman,  native  of  Santervas  de  Campos,  in  the 
kingdom  of  Leon,  who  had  been  residing  in  Hispaniola  (Santo  Domingo)  since  1493,  and 
was  governing  with  great  success  as  captain  at  arms  the  province  of  Higiiey,  had  \  news 
about  the  wealth  treasured  in  the  soil  of  our  Island  and  conceived  the  idea  of  conquering 
and  populating  it  at  his  own  expense.  For  this  purpose  he  held  a  conference  with  the 
Governor  of  Hispaniola  who  was  Friar  Nicolas  de  Ovando,  Commander  of  Lares  in  the 
Order  of  Alcantara,  and  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  convenants  then  and  there  entered 
into,  he  sailed  from  the  port  of  Salvalon  of  Higiiey,  accompanied  by  forty-two  men  of 
arms  and  service,  on  a  vessel  the  crew  of  which  consisted  of  eight  sailors,  bound  for  this 
Island,  and  after  a  somewhat  tempestuous  voyage,  landed  on  our  shores,  at  the  Port  of 
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Guanica,  on  the  12th  day  of  August,  1508,  a  famous  day  on  which  we  must  find  the  genesis 
and  the  beginning  of  Christian  civilization  in  our  small  country,  as  a  tender  leaf,  as  a 
gentle  branch,  of  the  secular  tree  of  our  mother  country. 

Juan  Ponce  de  Leon,  who  was  a  man  experienced  in  the  treatment  of  the  indians  of 
Hispaniola  and,  having  a  profound  knowledge  of  their  idiosyncrasy,  began  his  task  by 
entering  into  an  agreement  with  the  principal  Indian  chief  of  the  Island  whose  name  was 
Agueybana  and  who  had  his  seat  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  aforeseaid  port  of  Guanica 
at  which  Ponce  de  Leon  had  landed. 

By  the  celebrationoftheaforeseaid  agreement  both  were  “coupled”;  that  is  to  say, 
the  captain  and  the  chief  exchanged  names,  which  was  the  greatest  honor  and  the  most' 
solemn  ceremony  among  the  indians  which  served  to  seal  an  oath  of  mutual  loyalty. 
This  agreement  which  bound  the  Christians  to  protect  and  not  to  harm  the  indians,  and 
the  latter  to  render  all  kind  of  voluntary  aid  to  the  former,  was  faithfully  lived  up  to  by 
both  parties  while  Agueybana  lived  and  while  Ponce  de  Leon  governed. 

Ponce  de  Leon  began  to  explore  the  Island  in  company  with  his  faithful  Agueybana, 
and  continued  his  trip  by  sea  around  the  Island,  following  all  the  South  and  East  coast 
until,  rounding  the  Cape  of  Cabezas  de  San  Juan,  he  finally  discovered  the  port  of  this 
city  which  he  found  to  be  so  marvelously  beautiful  that  he  called  it  “Puerto  Rico”,  a  name 
which  through  a  fortuitous  succession  of  special  circumstances  has  come  to  substitute 
that  of  San  Juan,  given  by  the  discoverer  to  our  Island  and  which  had  been  finally  adopt¬ 
ed  to  designate  this  city. 

Ponce  de  Leon  was  so  enchanted  with  the  port  that  he  had  discovered,  and  found  so 
beautiful,  that  he  was  loath  to  leave  it ;  and  he  sailed  to  and  fro,  and  all  around  in  his  vessel 
seeking  a  landing  place,  but  failed,  as  all  the  shores  were  covered  with  mangroves  which 
prevented  him  from  landing,  and,  to  his  great  sorrow,  he  had  to  abandon  it  and  his  explora¬ 
tion  by  landing  a  few  leagues  to  the  west  of  the  said  port,  where  he  provisionally  established 
himself  at  two  different  places  and  finally  decided  to  return  overland  to  “Puerto  Rico” 
where  at  last  he  found  an  adequate  place  to  suit  his  purpose — not  precisely  on  the  man¬ 
grove  swamps  of  the  port  but  about  half  a  league  towards  the  interior,  where  he  erected 
a  strong  house,  seven  tapias  in  height,  with  a  barrier  fronting  the  door  and  crowned  with 
turrets.  There  he  founded,  in  October  or  November,  1508,  the  village  of  Caparra,  a  name 
given  to  the  town  by  order  of  Governor  Ovando,  which  the  Governor  remembered  from  a 
Roman  city  in  his  own  country  and  which  had  existed  not  far  from  Caceres,  his  native

towna  but  this  name,  destined  to  disappear,  lasted  only  the  time  necessary  for  Ferdinand 
the  V.  Catholic  King,  to  receive  the  report  on  the  exploration  and  work  done  by  captain 
Ponce  de  Leon,  when,  by  theKing’s  order,  it  was  substituted  by  the  name  of  Puerto  Rico 
(with  title  as  a  city  and  a  municipal  organization),  the  name  of  the  beautiful  port  dis¬ 
covered  by  Ponce  de  Leon. 

Anyone  knowing  the  place  where  that  city  of  Porto  Rico  was  situated,  and  which  ever 
since  that  time  has  been  designated  as  the  City  of  San  Juan”  in  a  document  as  important 
ts  that  of  the  Bull  for  the  efection  of  the  diocese  (1511),  can  do  no  less  than  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  that  the  said  site  was  well  selected,  especially  from  the  view  point  of:  the  colonizer, 
which  was  the  only  view  for  Ponce  de  Leon  to  take;  and  it  must  be  so  viewed  today  im¬ 
partially  by  whoever  looks  upon  it  in  going  over  the  new  road  leading  to  Bayamon  and 
crossing  through  the  seat  of  the  ancient  city. 

It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that  the  change  to  the  Island  where  the  city  is  now 
situated  was  a  necessity  demanded  byother  really  great  interests  and  the  removal  of  the 
city  to  the  picturesque  place  upon  which  it  now  stands  had  to  be  effected — especially  for 
strategic  purposes — thanks  to  which  the  city  was  able  to  withstand  victoriously  the  re¬ 
peated  attacks  of  so  many  enemies  as  sought  to  take  it,  failing  only  once,  and  then  be¬ 
cause  of  circumstance  not  necessary  to  relate  here. 

This  is,  therefore,  the  historical  fact*  which  we  commemorate  today,  and  to  which, 
strictly  speaking,  no  certain  date  can  be  assigned,  as  the  removal  of  the  city  from  its 
original  place  to  the  Island  where  it  is  now  located,  became  necessary  in  the  years  1520 
and  1521,  so  as  to  enable  the  residents  gradually  to  construct  their  houses,  many  of  which 
were  of  masonry;  yet,  the  Historian  of  Porto  Rico,  Dr.  Cayetano  Coll  y  Toste,  is  very 
much  in  the  right  in  assigning  as  a  date  of  departure,  the  date  of  the  order  of  the  fathers 
Jeronimos  directing  the  said  removal,  issued  on  the  4th  of  July. 

The  action  of  Juan  Ponce  de  Leon  in  opposition  to  the  said  removal  for  powerful 
reasons  is  no  bar  for  this  leader  to  figure  conspicuously  in  the  performance  of  the  said 
removal.  The  Catholic  King,  as  an  acknowledgment  of  his  merits,  rewarded  him  by 
vesting  in  him  honors  and  dignities,  military  titles  and  offices  of  the  Republic,  granting 
him  the  dignity  of  “Adelantado  of  Florida  and  Bimini”  because  of  his  famous  discovery, 
appointing  him  governor  of  this  Island,  independent  from  the  authorities  of  the  Hispan¬ 
iola,  and  maintaining  him  in  that  position  while  there  was  a  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not 
it  came  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Admiral;  appointing  him  Sea  and  Land  Captain 
(Captain  General),  an  office  which  he  held  all  his  life;  perpetual  registrar  of  the  city  of 
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Porto  Rico;  commander  of  the  first  fortress  that  there  might  be  and,  meanwhile,  his  house 
was  considered  to  be  such  first  fortress;  guardian  of  the  Royal  and  Public  Treasury,  with 
armed  men  under  him;  captain  of  the  Navy  against  the  Caribs;  distributer  of  com- 
manderies  of  indians,  and  charged  by  the  king  with  the  duty  of  dividing  the  Island  into 
two  dsitricts;  namely,  Puerto  Rico,  San  German,  etc.  He  should  have  been  entrusted 
also  with  the  duty  of  making  the  survey  of  the  city  and  the  apportionment  of  lots  among 
the  neighbors  because,  as  stated  by  Oviedo,  he  was  a  man  wont  to  populate  and  to 
construct;  and,  being  perpetual  registrar,  he  was  the  fittest  for  the  purpose.  This  was 
a  fact  because  it  was  he  who  turned  over  to  the  Dominican  fathers  the  large  lot  on 
which  this  intelligent  religious  congregation  built  their  royal  convent  upon  the  highest 
place  of  the  city,  the  larger  chapel  of  which  compares  in  antiquity  with  the  corner  turret 
of  Casa  Blanca.  Both  of  these  buildings  were  constructed  by  Garcia  Troche,  first  son- 
in-law  of  Ponce  de  Leon,  in  1523;  and  likewise  this  Governor,  Ponce  de  Leon,  had  reserved 
for  himself  the  beautiful  lot  upon  which  a  fortress  (castle)  was  to  be  erected  for  the 
custody  of  the  Royal  Treasury,  out  of  its  funds.  Ponce  de  Leon  was  the  commander  or 
perpetual  mayor  of  the  fortress,  in  charge  of  a  certain  number  of  archers,  and  the  said 
fortress  was  to  substitute  his  former  stronghold  of  Pueblo  Viejo,  which  was  no  longer  used 
for  public  offices  for  the  collection  of  excise  and  other  taxes,  as  these  offices  had  been 
removed  to  the  new  city  on  the  Island.  Ponce  de  Leon  did  not  construct  this  building 
because  his  death  occurred  in  1521 ;  but  his  son-in-law,  Garcia  Troche,  made  haste  to  do 
so  and  thus  extend  the  privileges  that  his  family  were  enjoying  by  taking  vanced  turret 
at  CASA  BLANCA  (1523)  which,  notwithstanding  the  lapse  of  time,  stands  firmly  upon 
the  highest  rock  on  the  most  airy  and  picturesque  spot  of  this  city. 

Therefor,  the  illustrious  Governor  Juan  Ponce  de  Leon  was  the  founder  of  the  city 
on  its  first  site  and  he  lived  long  enough  to  witness  and  direct  the  removal  thereof  to  the 
place  where  it  now  stands, andof  which  historical  deed  we  are  now  celebrating  the  fourth 
centenary. 

We  should  therefore  glorify  those  of  our  forefathers  who  with  a  firm  belief,  high  mind 
find  power  of  strength  in  their  soul,  laid  down  the  beginning  of  the  civilization  and  cul¬ 
ture  of  our  country,  because  we  must  always  bear  in  our  hearts  the  fact  that  the  benefits 
we  are  enjoying  today  are  founded  upon  the  sacrifices  made  by  those  men. 

Those  who  fail  to  remember  their  forefathers  and  to  render  them  the  cult  and  homage 
of  which  they  were  worthy  are  without  soul,  with  no  faith,  no  heart  and  no  mind,  and 
should  be  striken  out  of  the  book  of  life.

Tanca  Street,  from  Recinto  Sur  Southward,  head  of  Column  on  Recinto  Sur. 

All  other  organized  bodies  will  form  on  the  Marina,  along  the  South  side  of  the  Fe¬ 
deral  Building  and  will  follow  the  main  column  as  the  Grand  Marshal  may  direct.

Eastward,  head  of  column  on  Tanca  Street.

The  line  of  march  will  be  on  Tanca  Street,  North  to  Allen  Street;  thence  West,  on 
Allen  Street,  to  San  Jos6  Street;  thence  North  on  San  Jos6  Street,  to  San  Francisco 
Street;  thence  East,  on  San  Francisco  Street,  to  Plaza  de  Col6n  (East  side);  thence 
->  South,  to  the  Carretera ;  thence  East,  on  the  Carretera,  to  Plaza  de  La  Lealtad. 

The  parade  will  be  reviewed  by  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  Porto  Rico,  and  the 
Mayor  and  Municipal  Council  of  San  Juan,  from  the  reviewing  stand  erected  on  the 
South  side  of  the  Carretera,  opposite  the  Carnegie  Library. 

Organizations  will  be  dismissed  upon  arrival  at  the  Plaza  de  La  Lealtad,  leaving  the 
city  by  the  Carretera,  or  returning  thereto  by  the  Paseo  de  la  Covadonga.  Vehicles  will, 
likewise,  continue  on  the  Carretera  or  return  to  the  city  by  the  Paseo  de  Covadonga. 

Knights  of  Columbus  will  celebrate  mass  by  Dominican  Friars  in  commemoration  of 
first  mass  at  San  Juan  400  years  ago.
